HE LOOKED UP with tear- 
dimmed eyes, and my soul 
was moved with compassion 
as she revealed the suffering of 
her soul. Earnestly I spoke to that 
tiny ember of hope within her, 
and tried to fan it into a flame. 

Suddenly, her greatest need was 
satisfied. The truth that Jesus 
Christ would save her broke 
through her distressed mind, 
and her face revealed it. Then 
hope turned to joy, distress to hap- 
piness, the old creation to a new 
creation. Christ had blossomed as 
a rose in another heart. 

It little mattered that stares 
came from others in the room who 
were not aware that they had wit- 
nessed heaven’s crowning miracle 
—the new birth. Thus a hospital 
room became the King’s chamber. 
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UR AMERICAN NEWSSTANDS are virtually 
O flooded with a growing spate of obscene 
literature. Using gaudy covers and slick format, 
these purveyors of filth call themselves “entertain- 
ment magazines” or “pleasure magazines.” They are 
printed on quality paper, employ the finest layout 
designs and display the names of some of America’s 
foremost writers. But make no mistake about it, they 
are dedicated to the glorification of evil. They are 
Slicked-up versions of the cheapest pulp pornography. 
The existence of such literature leaves a Christian 
depressed and sick at heart—sick that such dirt is 
published so brazenly and sicker still that the modern 
generation has become so lewd as to make such 
publications profitable and widely read. This libidi- 
nous literature breaks the spirit of the laws of decency 
if not the letter, also. 

Emboldened by the daring and the success of the 
first magazine to break through the barrier of de- 
cency, a virtual stampede has followed by others 
that became increasingly vulgar and indecent. Where 
it will stop one can only guess. Virtue is rediculed, 
marital fidelity is scorned, and decency is mocked. 

These magazines, as messengers of a sex-obsessed 
age, are drumming out a dangerous message to their 
readers. They imply that the way of living which 
they portray is the sophisticated life, that what they 
report is what everyone is doing, that morality is 
nothing more than an outmoded pious pretense, that 
manliness is measured by licentiousness, and that all 
of life is a mad and merry orgy of sex and liquor. 
Their one message is the profanation of every sacred 
and decent concept of God and man. 

The law has been unable or unwilling to cope with 
this rising tide of obscenity. Existing laws are often 
too broad and vague and the interpretation of those 
laws too narrow and technical for them to be effec- 
tive. Even so, there should be a law within the Chris- 
tian heart that will prohibit personal indulgence or 
sanction of such filth. No matter how slicked up and 
sophisticated it seems, it is still gutter material, pro- 
vided for gutter minds. No Christian mind could revel 
in or feast upon such unadulterated exploitation of 
the flesh. Any person who could read or explore such 
things with pleasure is either sick or immature. The 
popularity of this pornography indicates a sickness 
in society. Any form of fascination for these maga- 
zines reveals a basic sensuality, which is a symptom

of emotional or psychological illness. Any sensitive or 
moral nature would be repulsed by such ideas as 
wife-swapping, moral uninhibition, the casting aside 
of all restraint, bacchanalian abandonment to the 
flesh, as are advocated or made appear as the modern 
norm. How much more so will a child of God be 
nauseated and sickened by it. 

Perhaps no reader of the Evangel will need any 
warning, because any mind refined and _ spiritual 
enough to read of sacred and holy matters would by 
no means allow such smut into his mind. The great 
danger is what it is likely to do to our boys and 
girls. Parents should watch carefully the things their 
children read. It could be poison. Your son is able 
today to pick up at almost any magazine counter, 
reading material that will tell him that he is some- 
thing less than a real he-man if he is decent or has 
any respect for anything that is decent. He may read 
that he is not living until he flings himself into the 
vortex of lust, passion and sensuality. Your daughter 
can similarly be instructed that if she pretends to 
hold her ideas of honor and virtue that she is out- 
moded and prudish. 

One must also consider the dangers of the new 
rash of expose-type magazines that are also smearing 
their filth across the country. These scandal-mongers 
depend upon the desire of the modern mind for 
snooping, eavesdropping and Tom Peeping for their 
success. To what depths a mind must sink to find 
pleasure or entertainment in such gutter affairs. It 
is not so appalling that such trash will be printed, 
for there are always those who will violate every form 
of honor and decency to make a quick dollar, but 
that there is enough demand for the scandal sheets to 
make them popular. How foul the mind must be 
that strains through it the garbage of the godless. 

Most of the scandal that is published has a grain 
of truth and a mass of innuendo. Much of it is 
simply untrue. But what can the victim do? When 
you fight a skunk, you are the loser even if you win. 
We have become the prey of a pack of literary vul- 
tures. Both the printing and the reading reveal the 
sad level of morals and intellect in our time.

FOR WE ARE HIS 
WORKMANSHIP

HE APOSTLE in this scrip- 

ture is again stressing the 

doctrine of justification by 
faith, In telling us that we are His 
workmanship, he is saying in the 
words of Phillips, “What we are we 
owe to the hand of God upon us.” 
Nothing that we accomplish is of 
ourselves. It is, therefore, irrational 
to point with pride to what we are 
or what we have done, save to the 
praise of Christ. 


A study of human nature quickly 
reveals the need for the repeated 
emphasis given this great truth in 
the New Testament. A child upon 
learning to walk is eager to reject 
assistance. The experienced hand 
that guided and the wisdom of the 
parent that provided instruction is 
discarded. Left to his own inclina- 
tions, the child will proceed to a 
perilous position and injure or even 
destroy himself. 

Likewise, many who have come 
from a position of limited ability, 
knowledge and wisdom, who were 
led by the hand of God, instructed 
by His Word, anc anointed by His 
Spirit, upon viewing some measure 
of success, begin to feel adequate 
within themselves. Forgetting that 
we are His workmanship, they lose 
their grip on God, placing them- 
selves, and ofttimes many others, 
in peril. 

This passage also emphasizes 
that salvation cannot be achieved 
by working toward it. Often an in- 
vitation to come to Christ will pro- 
duce such a response as, “When I 
get things fixed up,” or “I am work- 
ing on it,” or “I am trying to get 
myself straightened out.” Oh, that 
the foolishness of these statements 
could be understood! It is just as 
feasible for a pile of nuts and bolts 
and scrap iron to try to make an 
automobile of itself, or for a stack 
of lumber to attempt to make a 
building of itself, for there is no 
power within us by which we can 
save ourselves. Good works do not 
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precede, they follow salvation; for 
we are His workmanship, created 
in Christ Jesus unto good works. 

I should like to address myself 
primarily to a third facet of this 
truth. In speaking of Christ, John 
1:4 records, “In him was life and 
the life was the light of man.” 
Again, in John 8:12, Jesus said, “I 
am the light of the world: he that 
followeth me shall not walk in 
darkness, but shall have the light 
of life.” And in John 9:5, “As long 
as I am in the world, I am the 
light of the world.” All of this may 
be easy for us to accept, but the 
full impact of the developing mean- 
ing comes when we read Matthew 
5:14, “Ye are the light of the 
world”; Ephesians 5:8, “Ye were 
sometimes darkness, but now are ye 
light in the Lord: walk as children 
of light”; Philippians 2:15, “That 
ye may he blameless and harmless, 
the sons of God, without rebuke, 
in the midst of a crooked and per- 
verse nation, among whom ye shine 
as lights in the world.” Is it not 
indeed a sobering thought to real- 
ize that all the light that the world 
has today comes from our lives; 
that Christ is revealed to the world 
through us his handiwork, for we 
are His workmanship. 

What does the world know of a 
large company? Few people know 
personally the head of the organ- 
ization. Few people are acquainted 
with the executive committee, the 
managers, the supervisors, the fore- 
men or the craftsmen. The com- 
pany is judged by the product, by 
its workmanship. If the product is 
faulty, the company will be so 
judged; and if a quality product 
is marketed, the reputation of the 
company will be established. Few 
people in this world are personally 
acquainted with Christ. They know 
little of His church. But Christ and 
His church will be judged by our 
lives, for we are His workmanship. 

Several years ago I was employed 
by a firm which desired to market 


a new fiber. After many months of 
labor and research, the fiber was 
spun, the material woven and pre- 
sented to a very capable clothier 
for tailoring. The very best crafts- 
men were commissioned to prepare 
garments from the material. After 
the garments were fashioned the 
answer came: “We cannot put our 
label on these garments; the most 
highly skilled workmen in our or- 
ganization have attempted to make 
a quality product, but the material 
does not meet our quality specifi- 
cations.” Many more hours of 
preparation were required before 
the fiber found market acceptance. 

Are we worthy material to carry 
the label Christian? Do we meet 
Bible specifications? Are we worthy 
to represent His workmanship? 

All of her life my grandmother 
enjoyed piecing quilt tops. There 
was a time when she matched the 
colors beautifully, stitched the 
pieces together evenly and pro- 
duced a quilt that anyone would 
have been proud to display. But as 
her eyes grew dim, her strength 
waned and her judgment faded, 
the pieces were poorly mated, the 
patterns were crooked and there 
was no beauty in the product. One 
would have never known from the 
workmanship late in life the abil- 
ity she once possessed. 

Recently I heard a great preacher 
review the lives of Christian pi- 
oneers. He mentioned New Testa- 
ment characters such as Paul and 
Stephen. He told of the great lead- 
ers in the early days of our or- 
ganization, F. J. Lee, J. W. Buck- 
alew, J. B. Ellis, and others. I began 
to wonder as he preached of these 
lives which so nobly portrayed 
Christ to the world whether my 
life, our lives today, create the 
same impression of God’s ability. 

Oh no, God has not changed, He 
has not grown old, o1 weak, or 
blind. “The Lord’s hand is not 
shortened ... neither is his ear 
heavy that it cannot hear.” God 
can still fashion vessels of beauty 
and service, but the clay must be 
modeled in His hands. If there are 
flaws and imperfections and im- 
purities, the vessel must be broken, 
crushed, the contamination purged 
and the vessel reshaped by the 
hand of God, for we are His work- 
manship. 

We cannot accomplish anything 
worthwhile of ourselves; we cannot 
purchase redemption by our good 
works; but having been made new 
creatures in Christ, and having 
been born into a spiritual life, we 
can walk as children of light; we 
can be blameless and harmless. 
Realizing that all that our asso- 
ciates see of Christ is what they 
see in us, we can maintain a life 
that brings respect, honor and 
glory to His name. We can shine as 
lights in a dark and evil day, for 
we are His workmanship.

T WAS SUCH A beautiful 
GP sonratn day, that Sunday in 
early March, 1953. The little 
building that had once been a 
grocery store fairly hummed with 
excitement. Several families, with 
faces beaming, took their places in 
the old opera seats which had been 
installed in the grocery store. The 
preacher took his place behind the 
pulpit, and the church service be- 
gan. This was the first service for 
this particular Church of God, and 
who cared that it was housed in a 
former grocery store? We were 
working for God, and that’s what 
counted. It was good then that we 
could not foresee the future. 
The enthusiasm ran high for a 
few weeks, but as is always the 
case where the Lord is blessing, the 
devil decided it was time to step 
in and see what he could do to 
make things less pleasant. For one 
thing, the congregation was unable 
to continue worshiping in the little 
grocery store. Another building was 
located and the church was soon

installed in a former cafe, which 
really wasn’t quite so neat as the 
grocery store. However, we were 
just as determined as ever to serve 
the Lord in the beauty of holiness, 
and prove that we could have a 
church. Several members of the 
congregation had dropped out for 
various reasons, and there were not 
quite so many persons to move into 
the other building. 

All of us were quite thankful that 
the Lord had provided a place for 
us to worship. However, one thing 
about the old building caused me 
great concern; there was a leak 
in the gas line. One night the odor 
of gas was so strong that I couldn’t 
enjoy the service at all—I was en- 
tirely too busy praying that the 
Lord wouldn’t let the place explode 
before the service was over! 

The church attendance had 
dropped to such an extent that 
each time visitors came to our 
church, it was almost pathetic to 
see the joy with which we received 
them. Each new face, old or young, 


male or female, brought a surge 
of hope to our hearts, because here 
was a potential member. 

One particular visitor made quite 
an impression on us. He was about 
four or five years of age, and was 
a very personable child. In Sunday 
School class he indicated that he 
would like to sing a chorus for us. 
We gladly consented, and he en- 
thusiastically began singing a 
worldly song which was quite pop- 
ular at that time. Nothing could 
dissuade that boy from singing that 
song; nothing we could say or do 
stopped him from completing his 
special. Time has erased the mem- 
ory of the little fellow’s face from 
mind, but I shall never forget his 
Sunday School rendition of “Don’t 
Let the Stars Get in Your Eyes.” 

After several months of church 
services in the second building, we 
were forced to find still another 
location. It was summer, and hap- 
pily so, because the next place we 
moved into consisted of a few poles 
with a roof on top. There were no 
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sides whatsoever, and we were open 
to the view of all who passed, be- 
cause the “building” was situated 
just a few feet from a busy high- 
way. We laughingly termed it a 
“drive-in” church. 

As a general rule, Texas summers 
are extremely hot, but weather- 
wise, Texas is quite unpredictable. 
This particular summer, of all 
times, Texas weather became tem- 
peramental and did an about-face! 
Right in the middle of July, a cold 
rain began to fall and the tem- 
perature dropped to 63 degrees. You 
can imagine what a shivering little 
congregation we were then. Every- 
one sat as far away from the 
windy side as possible. Because of 
the dampness, it was necessary to 
keep the piano wrapped in a tar- 
paulin, and the singing was almost 
as dismal as the weather. 

We didn’t worship long in the 
open “tabernacle,” and I must con- 
fess that I was glad to move away. 
An evangelist with a tent came 
our way just at the time we needed 
a place of worship. The tent was 
pitched in a vacant lot adjacent 
to a major highway and a railroad 
track, and the evangelist began a 
revival. It was really quite amusing 
the way all preaching or testifying 
had to cease while the trains 
passed by. We were so near the 
tracks, and the noise was so loud 
that we couldn’t hear anything but 
the passing train. Whenever we 
heard 2 train whistle down the 
track, we braced ourselves for the 
roar that would soon follow, and 
hoped within our hearts that it 
was a short passenger train, and 
not a long freight. 

Immediately after the revival, 
the church congregation decided 
to move into Arlington, Texas, a 
town about five or six miles from 
the church’s originating point. 
There we found a building for rent 
that had once been, among other 
things, a saloon. It was a most 
undesirable building, but when the 
heart is willing, one can worship 
God in almost any type of sur- 
roundings. This building was to be 
our church home for the next two 
years. During those two years the 
Lord really blessed the church for 
its faithfulness during its forced 
wandering from place to place. The 
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congregation grew in size and 
also in spirituality. 

I shall never forget the night 
when a dirty, bearded, unkempt 
man, obviously under the influence 
of alcohol, wandered into the serv- 
ice. A revival was in progress at 
that time, and the evangelist felt 
especially led to speak to that 
drunkard about his soul. As a re- 
sult, that man was gloriously saved 
that night, and the change that 
came over him was remarkable. 
The next night he came to church, 
and it was hard to recognize him 
as the same man. Where before he 
had been dirty and unkempt, he 
now was nicely shaved and was 
wearing decent, clean clothes. Isn’t 
our Saviour wonderful? 

During the time we worshiped in 
the former saloon, the Lord blessed 





us by making it possible for us to 
begin building a church. It was 
such a thrill to know that soon 
we would be worshiping in a real 
church building. A few weeks be- 
fore completion of the building, we 
obtained a tent which we moved 
onto the church lot, and held serv- 
ices in it. Keeping the tent up was 
a little troublesome, since the wind 
blew quite a bit, and the children 
loved swinging on the ropes. After 
a heavy rainfall the tent would 
sag in several places from the 
weight of the water that was 
caught on top. When a particularly 
heavy gust of wind would blow 
into the tent and cause the top to 
move suddenly upward, all the 
water that had been trapped on 
the top would come splashing over 
the side. Those that were sitting 


near the edges of the tent were 
likely to get splattered, and we soon 
learned to sit where there was no 
danger of getting a sudden, unex- 
pected shower-bath! 

You could not possibly under- 
stand the thrill that was ours when 
we were at last privileged to move 
into our church building; that is, 
if you have never experienced the 
wandering that our church experi- 
enced; or if you have never known 
what it is to worship in one un- 
desirable, makeshift building after 
another. 

So often today we take our 
privileges and our blessings for 
granted. We worship in our beauti- 
ful churches, and we do not always 
think of the heartbreak, the toil. 
the disappointments that went into 
the building of that church. For 
three and one-half years, our 
church wandered from place to 
place, seemingly unable to find a 
permanent abode. There were times 
when we despaired, when we felt 
that surely we were wasting our 
time. But all too often we reckon 
without God, don’t we? The little 
congregation that experienced 
these wanderings found out that if 
they remained faithful, God would 
not disappoint them. 

The Reverend J. W. Hume, the 
pastor who led our church during 
these hard years, is now retired 
because of ill health. Tribute 
should ever be paid to men of God 
who will shoulder heartache and 
despair for the sake of spreading 
the gospel. 

It is interesting to note the 
changes that have taken place over 
the years. The little grocery-store- 
church-building of the beginning 
has been razed and a funeral home 
now stands in regal grandeur in 
that approximate location. The 
second building, the former cafe, is 
again a cafe, and the “tabernacle” 
with no sides or floor displays 
nursery stock. Only recently we 
drove past the old saloon that was 
our church for two years, and 
found it is now an antique shop. 
We look at all of these things, and 
down within us a gladness wells 
up that at last we are at home, 
and the building where now we 
worship has never housed anything 
but the Church of God. 









































Revival Through a Working Church

N MARK 2:1-12 there is a 

very beautiful picture of a 

great revival. Jesus was the 
evangelist and the house was 
ee. with many standing in the 
oor. 


It was noised abroad that Jesus 
was in the house. The word noised 
suggests that the meeting was well 
advertised. Many revivals today are 
alniodst over before the people we 
want to reach know about them. 


Someone has said that if the fire 
is burning and the power is falling, 
the revival will advertise itself. My 
answer to this is, “Advertise the 
meeting well and have the people 
there when the power falls so that 
the power can fall on them and not 
on the empty pews.” The Old Tes- 
tament Church advertised a revival 
by putting placards on horses and 
mules and riding them up and 
down the streets. They were 
laughed at, mocked and scorned, 
but a great revival broke out 
— was extended for an extra 
week. 


The Scripture states that Jesus 
preached the Word unto them. Je- 
sus was a Word-of-God preacher. 
He did not enter the pulpit to en- 
tertain with jokes and jests, good 
words and fair speeches to make 
people laugh. He said, “The word 
which ye hear is not mine, but 
the Father’s which sent me.” He 
cried out, “If any man will come 
after me, let him deny himself and 
take up his cross, and follow me 
.. . Except ye repent, ye shall all 
likewise perish . . . I say unto thee, 
Except a man be born again, he 
cannot see the kingdom of God.” 


In this congregation there were 
four members who were not satis- 
fied with a full-house attendance. 
They believed there was always 
room for one more. I would like to 
name these four members and at 
the same time pray that God will 
give every church some members 
just like them. The first member 
and leader of the group was 


Brother Love; then, there are 
Brother Faith, Brother Unity and 
Brother Determination. 


Brother Love 


The selfish may make their ex- 
cuses, but Love never fails. Al- 
though the revival was going good, 
Brother Love kept thinking about 
a poor, sick sinner who lived only 
a few blocks from the meeting. He 
said to Brother Faith, Brother 
Unity and Brother Determination, 
“I feel this is the time for the 
man we have been praying for to 
be saved and healed.” 

When the four men came into 
the house of the palsied man, 
Brother Love said, “Friend, I have 
thought about and prayed many 
times for you. Today, I have 
brought some of my brethren from 
our church with me. They are 
Brother Faith, Brother Unity and 
Brother Determination. We have 
come to tell you about the won- 
derful things God is doing for us at 
our church. Sinners are being 
saved and sick bodies are being 
healed. We want you to share with 
us in these heavenly benefits.” 


Brother Faith 


Love is great, but without Faith, 
it is impossible to please God or 
have a revival. When Love finds a 
work to be done, a living Faith will 
move in and tackle the job. Broth- 
er Faith said, “Friend, I really be- 
lieve if you will let us take you to 
our revival, God will save your soul 
and heal your body. I saw and 
heard Him pray for a certain wom- 
an who had fever, and she arose 
and ministered unto others. Two 
of His last miracles were the great- 
est: He cast demons out of one 
and cleansed another of leprosy. I 
also heard Him say that all things 
are possible to them that believe.” 

The palsied man said, “Brother 
Love, your heart-warming testi- 
mony has blessed me, and, Brother 
Faith, you have encouraged me 
very much. But how am I to get to 
your church? I have been in this 


condition for years and cannot 
walk.” 


Brother Unity 


Unity is essential in having a 
successful revival. Brother Unity 
stepped forward and said, “Good 
neighbor, we will take you to the 
meeting. We will each take a cor- 
ner of your bed and all of us, work- 
ing together, will take you to Je- 
sus.” 

For the critics, it must have been 
a “sight” to see four men carry- 
ing this sick man in his bed down 
the street. No doubt, some of them 
asked what this church would do 
next. 

When they arrived at the revival, 
there was that usual number 
standing in the way. Jesus spoke 
one time of those who stand in the 
door and will not enter themselves 
and hinder others from entering. 

Brother Determination 


Brother Determination said, 
“Brethren, I am determined that 
this group will not block our re- 
vival. We have started to Jesus with 
this man, and we are going all the 
way.” 

He laid aside his coat, pushed up 
his sleeves and climbed to the top 
of the building. They lowered the 
man on his cot through the roof 
to the altar. 

When Jesus saw their faith in 
action, He said unto the sinner, 
Son, “Thy sins be forgiven thee; 
Arise, and take up thy bed, and go 
thy way into thine house.” 

Immediately he arose and, taking 
up his cot, walked down the aisles 
praising God, and all the people 
who saw him were amazed, and 
glorified God, saying, “Never did 
we see the like!” 

This was a great revival, and 
any church that will advertise its 
services well, whose minister will 
preach the Word of God, and whose 
members will manifest the spirit of 
Love and the power of Faith, 
working together with Unity and 
Determination, will have a great 
revival today. 








HE TERM “revival” is a 
common expression among 
church people today. It €é 4 
often used lightly or carelessly. 
Though the term “revival” does 
not appear in the Bible, there are 
scriptures which speak of reviving 
the people of God. God’s Word says, 
in Psalm 85:6, “Revive us again: 
that thy people may rejoice.” 
There always have been revival 
efforts of one sort or another: 
membership revivals, financial re- 
vivals, building revivals; but there 
is a need for a revival of religion. 
Education, plans, and protracted 
meetings alone will not bring re- 
vival. Only by turning to God with 
a sincere heart will revival come. 

Some are saying today that we | 
do not have revivals like we use 
to have them. If this be true, what 
is the cause? Has the God of Moses, 
Elijah and Paul happened upon 
a period of inactivity when the 
world is in such desperate need? 
Oh, no, my brother and sister, God 
is today what He has always been. 
It is not necessary for Him to grow 
in grace and wisdom as He com- 
mands His children to do. He has 
not evolved; nor is He in the pro- 
cess of evolving. God always is. 
His wisdom and power are this day 
what they were when He lit the 
sword at the east entrance to the 
Garden of Eden, caused a pillar 
of fire to guide the children of 
Israel in the wilderness, lappéd up 
Elijah’s sacrifice, appeared before 
Daniel with such power and glory 
that his strength left him, sat in 
tongues upon the 120, and blinded 
the eyes of Saul of Tarsus. He is the 
same God that shall come in power 
and great glory to bring all na- 
tions unto Him on that notable 
Day of the Lord. It is no wonder 
that the Bible says, “Who is like 
unto thee, O Lord, among the gods? 
who is like thee, glorious in holi- 
-_ fearful in praise, doing won- 
ers?”

There is warmth in unity. “Be- 
hold, how good and how pleasant it 
is for brethren to dwell together in 
unity” (Psalm 133:1). A coal of 
fire left to itself will soon burn out, 
but if raked together with other 
coals of fire, it will give out both 
heat and light. The world is 
plagued with disunity and the re- 
sulting atmosphere of coldness. But 
the church is to be a place of 
unity where the motivating force 
is the love of God and the re- 
sulting atmosphere is warm Chris- 
tian fellowship. The world will be 
impressed by the warmth of our 
fellowship and will desire to turn 
from sin and receive Christ as their 
Saviour. 


THE ELEMENT OF PRAYER 


In Acts 1:14 we are told that, 
“These all continued ...in prayer 
and supplication,” e.g. “all these 
are constantly at prayer togeth- 
er. . . .” (New English Bible). 
This scripture points out the ne- 
cessity of prayer as an element of 
revival. ; 

Many Christians reject the im- 
portance of prayer. These are days 
when the pew is prayerless and 
the pulpit powerless; party time 
is substituted for prayer time; the 
play room has taken the place of 
the prayer room; and church 
members average 3 minutes a day 
in prayer while the ministry aver- 
ages 9 minutes. In many Pente- 
costal churches the mid-week 
prayer service has been called off 
to give the members more time 
elsewhere. As a result, the flame 
of revival burns low. Christians are 
losing the joy of their salvation, 
and countless souls go into eter- 
nity without God. 

All through the Scriptures you 
will find that when believing 
prayers went up to God, the an- 
swer came down. Elisha prayed, 
and life came back to a dead 
child. Job prayed, and his captiv- 
lity was turned. Paul and Silas 
—s in the prison at Philippi, 
and they were released and the 
jailor converted. 


Prayer is to be more than a form. 
Prayer must be prevailing prayer. 
Jeremiah said, “I am pained at my 
very heart; my heart maketh a noise 
in me; I cannot hold my peace.” 
Paul, in writing to the churches 
of Galatia, said, “I travail in birth 
again until Christ be formed in 
you.” Prevailing prayer will awaken 
the Christian to his own need, 
cause him to see the needs of a 
perishing world, create a bond of 
union between warm-hearted 
Christians, and will properly pre- 
pare a church to receive great 
blessings from God. 


THE ELEMENT OF THE WORD 


Though the text does not point 
out explicitly that those present in 
the upper room had a deep ap- 
preciation for the Word of God, the 
thought underlies the whole book 
of Acts. The prophecy of Joel 2: 
28, 29, concerning the outpouring 
of the Spirit, was the basis of 
Peter’s sermon on the day of Pen- 
tecost. 

There is a famine of the Word 
today in the lives of individuals. 
Once their hearts thrilled as they 
read eagerly the Word of God. For 
a long time one may enjoy the 
gospel and even rejoice in hearing 
the Scriptures explained; but after 
a while, if the Word is neglected 
or trifled with, it is possible for 
one to become hardened to the 
Word and to no longer heed it. 

This famine of the Word is 
noticeable in the sanctuary. Here 
the gospel is rejected and the min- 
istry silenced; the church is pro- 


faned by worldly influences, and 
the worship of the true and living 
God has become a wearisome toil. 
The Scriptures tell us, For the 
time will come when they will not 
stand wholesome teaching, but will 
follow their own fancy and gather 
a crowd of teachers to tickle their 
ears. They will stop their ears to 
the truth and turn to mythology.” 
(New English Bible). 

A positive proclamation of the 
gospel, presented under the anoint- 
ing of the Spirit, supported by pre- 
vailing prayer and warmhearted 
fellowship, will always bring re- 
sults. The results may be rejection, 
as when Stephen charged the lead- 
ers of the Jews with spiritual blind- 
ness, or reception, as when Peter 
preached and 3,000 believed. 
Whether it be in judgment or in 
salvation, let the Words of Life go 
forth. Let Christians return to their 
knees with oneness of heart until 
we are moved toward God and to- 
ward the lost of the world.

BENJAMIN Franklin 
once said, “Give me 26 lead sol- 
diers and I’ll conquer the world.”

They march with equal eagerness 
under a Khrushchev or a Kennedy, 
under a preacher or a dictator. 
They are willing to be placed on 
any fighting line. They are not re- 
buffed by criticism or discouraged 
by indifference. 

Let no one think these lead men 
are not soldiers, that they cannot 
fight. The printed word of truth 
is so dangerous to error that en- 
tire printing establishments that 
dared to publish truth have been 
confiscated. The printed word is so 
helpful to the cause of injustice 
that every system of error majors 
on the distribution of literature. 

So lead soldiers are fighting lead 
soldiers the world over—in home 


and hovel and palace, on street, on 
the sea and in the air. Which army 
will be victorious? Lead soldiers 
fighting for truth have an inher- 
ent advantage because man’s mind 
and conscience are predisposed to 
sanction truth, even though the will 
may choose to be led astray by 
error. But the lead soldiers fight- 
ing for truth are no stronger than 
their resources. They cannot fight 
well if they are too few or poorly 
equipped. 

On home and world missionary 
fronts we are beginning to real- 
ize that a prime need is for 
more literature, for better litera- 
ture, for more attractively printed 
literature, of all sizes and varie- 
ties and at costs that range from 
a penny-a-piece upward. 

Christians who care must send 
out many millions of lead soldiers 
of truth and send them out with 
— supplies—words well chosen 
and attractively “dressed.”

Walter and Elfriedi Greiner are 
ready to go to the mission field. 
They want to go as quickly as 
possible. Their hearts are happy 
and the German Church of God is 
proud to send out such a couple.
